Local and state dignitaries, 
members of the community 
and the administrative staff of 
AR Care and KY Care were 
on hand to celebrate the grand 
opening of the first rural 


health center in the Jackson 
Purchase Area in our very 
backyard of Bardwell, Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The state of the art medical 
facility can handle any type of 
injury from stitches to X-rays, 
to blood work and other test¬ 


ing. The best thing 
about the facility is 
doctors will provide 
you with first class 
services despite the 
patient’s ability to 
pay for those serv¬ 
ices. 

Ky Care is the first 
rural health facility 
of its kind in our re¬ 
gion. Its sister 
branch in Arkansas, 
AR Care, has 28 fa¬ 
cilities that service 
11 counties in 
Arkansas and the fa¬ 
cility in Bardwell, Kentucky, 
is the first one in the state of 
Kentucky. 

Dr. Steven F. Collier, M.D., 
the Chief Executive Officer 
for Kentucky Care, was on 
hand at the ceremonies and 


said he was very excited 
about the opening of this fa¬ 
cility in Bardwell. “When we 
first saw the building we 
knew we had some work to 
do to get it up to the standards 
we have set. With the help of 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry in getting 
the $150,000 grant from the 
Delta Regional Authority and 
his supervision on the project 
overall we are pleased to say 
that the Bardwell facility is 
one of the best, if not the best 
facility we own,” Dr. Collier 
said. 

Collier also told the crowd 
that because of this facility 19 
new jobs were created for the 
local community. Included in 
that is a Nurse Practitioner, 
Emily Jones, and a doctor, Dr. 
John Brazzell, who has local

Bardwell Receives Safety Grant for Over $2,000 


“We use every opportunity 
to make our city safer,” said 
Bardwell Mayor Philip King, 
referring to the $2,834.11 that 
the City of Bardwell was re¬ 
cently awarded by the Ken¬ 
tucky League of Cities 
Insurance Services (KLCIS). 

The grant will be used for 
the following items/services: 
renewal satellite phone min- 
utes;sidewalk repair; line¬ 
man-buck squeeze, climbers, 
buck adjuster; traffic cones; 
waypoint strobe lights 
streamlight; ANSI III extrica¬ 
tion jump suite, IC suit;30x30 
stop signs damaged by tor¬ 
nado; #2 galvanized V chan¬ 
nel post;24x24 no outlet 
signs; 18X24 one way 
signs;street signs-various re¬ 
placed 4-23-11 Tornado; 5 
1/2 superlok cap;5 1/2 super- 
lok crosspiece; preco 7600 


LED rotator light 12-24volt; 
mount beacon bracket truck n 
tow; rear view camera system 
and safety straps 20 ft. 

Those items will help the 
City of Bardwell in areas 
such as, the city’s fire depart¬ 
ment, Bardwell’s Police De¬ 
partment and the city utility 
department. 

Mayor King said that, in 
these uncertain times, grants 
such as this one are a practical 
way to make the city’s budget 
go further, as well as provide 
products and training that will 
enhance public safety. 

“Grants such as these are the 
only way that the City of 
Bardwell can make ends meet 
financially,” King said. 

KLCIS helps members in¬ 
crease public safety with a 
number of proactive pro¬ 
grams and services. 


The Kentucky League of 
Cities has awarded in excess 
of $3 million since the Safety 
Grant Program started in 
1999. In addition to Bardwell, 
114 other KLCIS members 
received safety grants. A total 
of $420,000 was awarded in 
this year’s program. The 
awarded funds will go toward 
training, slip resistant shoes, 
sidewalk repairs, confined 
space equipment, law en¬ 
forcement accreditation fees, 
and other equipment to im¬ 
prove public and employee 
safety, as well as the purchase 
of classes through the KLCIS 
Online University. 

“Our philosophy is to pre¬ 
vent injuries and claims from 
happening,” says Jon Steiner 
executive director/CEO. “We 
want to partner with our 
members, and this safety 


grant promotes good risk 
management. There is no 
better way to invest our mem¬ 
ber’s money.” 

KLCIS provides safety 
grants to its members annu¬ 
ally. As Kentucky’s largest 
municipal insurance program, 
KLCIS provides a full range 
of affordable liability, prop¬ 
erty, workers’ comp and other 
products to municipalities. In 
addition, the Kentucky 
League of Cities offers em¬ 
ployee benefits programs, fi¬ 
nancial services, training and 
education, policy and devel¬ 
opment, legislative advocacy, 
information technology and 
legal services. 


Arlington Holds June 


The Arlington City Council 
met in regular session on June 
11, 2012. The previous meet¬ 
ing’s minutes and monthly 
bills were approved and Ms. 
Anita Lambert provided the 
council with the financial re¬ 
port. 

In the financial report Lam¬ 
bert said that two CD were 
due this month and that the 
water and sewer accounts 
were struggling, as there is an 
outstanding bill of $43,406 
with the sanitation depart¬ 
ment and only $1,881.99 in 
the sewer account. 

In the cemetery report Coun¬ 
cilman Paul Gaddie reported 
all was well with the ceme¬ 
tery and that paving on the 
new cemetery road should 
begin in June. 

In the Fire Department re¬ 
port no one from the fire de¬ 
partment was present, but 
members notified Mayor 
Bobby McGee about the ra¬ 
dios inside their trucks being 
obsolete after a certain date. 
The fire department was con¬ 


fident that they could acquire 
grant money to pay for the ra¬ 
dios, but needed the council 
to front the money because 
money from the grants would 
not be returned to the fire de¬ 
partment until December of 
2012. 

Mayor McGee and the coun¬ 
cil discussed the matter and 
said that paying for the radios 
upfront would be reasonable, 
with reimbursement coming 
in December. However, the 
city would have to be assured 
that the grant was coming for 
sure. The issue was tabled 
until more knowledge about 
grant funding would be avail¬ 
able. 

In the daily operations report 
Mayor McGee reported that 
continued mowing and ditch 
clearing is going on as sched¬ 
uled along with the normal 
day-to-day operations. 

In new business the city 
council passed a resolution 
unanimously to accept the an¬ 
nual road aid money that the 
city receives and passed the

first reading of the 2011-12 
budget amendment. 

A cost of living adjustment 
was made to the city’s water 
bills. A 3% increase will be in 
effect beginning July 1, 2012. 
The Cost of Living Adjust¬ 
ment is mandatory and is 
done annually at the begin¬ 
ning of each fiscal year. 

Mayor McGee reported that 
insurance for the City of Ar¬ 
lington has increased nearly 
$4,200. The previous insur¬ 
ance for the city was con¬ 
ducted through a local dealer. 
However, the company had 
changed hands to the corpo¬ 
rate level and there has been 
an increase. 

McGee asked the council 
and received approval to dis¬ 
cuss insurance options with 
Jerry Pace with the Kentucky 
League of Cities and see if 
there are any other options for 
insurance that would be 
cheaper. 

Andy Lange of the Kentucky 
Rural Water Association will 
be at first meeting individu¬ 


ally with officials from the 
City of Arlington, Bardwell, 
school system and the 
Carlisle County Sanitation 
Department concerning the 
sanitation bills. After the indi¬ 
vidual meetings, all parties 
will meet to discuss solutions 
for the sanitation problems 
for each entity. Before ad¬ 
journing and going into 
closed session Councilman 
Jason Bogle addressed the 
brush that has grown up along 
the US Highway 51 side of 
the train tracks. Bogle re¬ 
called that C and N Railroad 
used to maintain those banks 
and keep it mowed. “It has 
now grown up to the point 
where it is unsightly. We have 
some nice homes around that 
area and I would like to see it 
cleaned up,” Bogle said. 

Mayor McGee told Bogle 
that he will have Anita look 
into it and possibly see if Ar¬ 
lington could fix it and be 
compensated back by C and 
N or if C and N could take 
care of the issue.

Farm Service Agency County Committee 
Nomination Period Begins June 15 


WASHINGTON, June 12, 
2012 — Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary Tom Vilsack announced 
today that the nomination pe¬ 
riod for local Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) county com¬ 
mittees begins on Friday, 
June 15. 

"I urge all farmers and 
ranchers to participate in this 
year’s county committee elec¬ 
tions by nominating candi¬ 
dates by the August 1 
deadline,” said Vilsack. 
’’County committees are a 
vital link between the farm 
community and the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture and 
provide a voice to landown¬ 
ers, farmers and ranchers so 
that they have an opportunity 
for their opinions and ideas to 
be heard.” 

To be eligible to serve on an 
FSA county committee, a per¬ 
son must participate or coop¬ 
erate in a program 
administered by FSA, be eli¬ 
gible to vote in a county com¬ 
mittee election and reside in 
the local administrative area 
in which the person is a can¬ 
didate. 

Farmers and ranchers may 
nominate themselves or oth¬ 
ers, and organizations repre¬ 
senting minorities and 


women also may nominate 
candidates. To become a can¬ 
didate, an eligible individual 
must sign the nomination 
form, FSA-669A. The form 
and other information about 
FSA county committee elec¬ 
tions are available online at 
http://www.fsa.usda. gov/elec¬ 
tions. Nomination forms for 
the 2012 election must be 
postmarked or received in the 
local USD A Service Center 
by close of business on Aug. 
1, 2012. Elections will take 
place this fall. 

While FSA county commit¬ 
tees do not approve or deny 
farm operating loans, they 
make decisions on disaster 
and conservation programs, 
emergency programs, com¬ 
modity price support loan 
programs and other agricul¬ 
tural issues. Members serve 
three-year terms. Nationwide, 
there are about 7,700 farmers 
and ranchers serving on FSA 
county committees. Commit¬ 
tees consist of three to 11 
members that are elected by 
eligible producers. 

FSA will mail ballots to eli¬ 
gible voters beginning Nov. 
5. The voted ballots are due 
back to the local county office 
either via mail or in person by 


Dec. 3. Newly elected com¬ 
mittee members and alter¬ 
nates take office on Jan. 1, 
2013. 

On June 4, Secretary Vilsack 
announced announced his in¬ 
tention to strengthen the FSA 
county committee system by 
appointing voting members 
from the socially disadvan¬ 
taged (SDA) community in 
county jurisdictions that lack 
fair representation. The goal 
is to ensure locally elected 
representatives reflect the di¬ 
verse interests of their com¬ 
munities.

Farm Service Agency Announces Accepted CRP Offers in Kentucky 


Lexington, KY - June 7, 2012 
— John W. McCauley, Exec¬ 
utive Director for the USD A 
Kentucky Farm Service 
Agency (FSA), announced 
that 567 offers were deter¬ 
mined acceptable during the 
43rd Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) general 
signup. Approximately 
18,093 acres will be enrolled 
under signup 43. 

Nationwide, USDA ac¬ 
cepted enrollment of 3.9 mil¬ 
lion acres bringing the total 
program enrollment to 29.6 
million acres. 


’’For more than 25 years, 
CRP has protected natural re¬ 
sources in Kentucky while 
providing economic and envi¬ 
ronmental benefits to rural 
communities throughout the 
state,” said McCauley. ’’The 
newly accepted CRP offers 
will continue the CRP legacy 
by improving water and air 
quality, increasing wildlife 
habitat and preventing soil 
erosion," he said. 

Landowners enrolled in CRP 
receive annual rental pay¬ 
ments and cost-share assis¬ 
tance to establish long-term, 


resource conserving covers 
on eligible farmland. Ac¬ 
cepted contracts will become 
effective October 1, 2012. 

According to McCauley, 
during 2011, CRP acres re¬ 
duced nitrogen losses from 
farm fields by 623 million 
pounds and phosphorus 
losses by 124 million pounds. 
CRP has also restored more 
than two million acres of wet¬ 
lands and associated buffers 
and reduces soil erosion by 
more than 300 million tons 
per year nationwide. 

All CRP signup 43 offers 


were evaluated and ranked 
using the Environmental Ben¬ 
efits Index (EBI) that consists 
of the following five environ¬ 
mental factors plus cost: 
wildlife enhancement, water 
quality, soil erosion, enduring 
benefits and air quality. The 
national average rental rate 
per acre for this sign-up is 
$51.24.

Work on New KY 1241 Mayfield 
Creek Bridge to Start June 28 


PADUCAH, Ky. - A con¬ 
tractor for the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
(KYTC) is expected to 
start work June 28 on a 
new bridge to carry KY 
1241 across Mayfield 
Creek in the Leeder Bot¬ 
tom area of Graves 
County. 

KY 1241 (Old U.S. 45) 
has been closed at the site 
since April 26, 2011, when 
bridge inspectors found 
one of the bridge piers had 
dropped several inches 


during heavy spring flood¬ 
ing. Engineers originally 
hoped to repair the aging 
bridge, which was built in 
1927, but motorists contin¬ 
ued to drive around barri¬ 
cades and cross the 
structure. It eventually 
collapsed last June 26, and 
the bridge structure had to 
be removed while design 
work continued on the new 
structure. 

KYTC Chief District En¬ 
gineer Jim LeFevre said it 
was fortunate that design 


work had already started 
on a new bridge, speeding 
the replacement effort. 

“I know having this 
bridge closed has created 
an inconvenience for resi¬ 
dents of the Melber area 
and northern Graves 
County,” LeFevre said. 
“By expediting engineer¬ 
ing and design work we 
have moved up the com¬ 
pletion date on this project 
by several months.” 

Loss of the bridge forced 
a 4-mile detour for mo¬ 


torists traveling between 
Melber in Graves County 
and St. Johns in Mc¬ 
Cracken County. 

Work on the new bridge is 
expected to be complete 
around Oct. 31. Jim Smith 
Contracting is the prime 
contractor on the $803,616 
project. The Mayfield 
Creek Bridge is at KY 
1241, mile point 10.112, 
just south of the Graves- 
McCracken county line.

College Students Need to Take 
Steps Against Identity Theft 


Identity theft can affect anyone 
— including students. In fact, 
students under age 18 are often 
targeted because they often 
have no reason to check their 
credit scores to see if someone 
has been using their Social Se¬ 
curity number (SSN). There are 
several measures you can take 
to help protect yourself and 
your identity, according to the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 

(KHEAA). 

Never provide personal infor¬ 
mation such as your SSN, bank 
account or credit card numbers 
in response to a phone call, fax, 
letter or email. Shred any doc¬ 
uments that contain personal or 
financial information. Don’t re¬ 
spond to emails that claim to be 
from the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS). The IRS doesn’t 
contact taxpayers by email. 

Friends, family members, 
roommates and contract work¬ 
ers in homes make up a large 


percentage of identity thieves 
because they have easier access 
to your confidential informa¬ 
tion. Make sure you don’t leave 
personal information where 
they can see it. 

Pick up your mail as soon as 
possible after delivery or use a 
locked mailbox. Put outgoing 
mail in a blue Postal Service 
mailbox, hand it to a mail car¬ 
rier or take it to the post office. 

Never provide bank, credit 
card or other sensitive data 
when visiting a website that 
doesn’t explain how your per¬ 
sonal information will be pro¬ 
tected, including the use of 
encryption to safely transmit 
and store data. A site with 
“https” instead of just “http” at 
the beginning of the address is 
a secure site. 

If you’re using an ATM card 
or debit card, ensure no one 
standing nearby can see your 
personal identification number 
(PIN). 


On your personal computer, 
install a free or low-cost fire¬ 
wall to stop intruders from 
gaining remote access to your 
PC. Download and frequently 
update security patches offered 
by your operating system and 
software vendors to correct 
weaknesses that a hacker could 
exploit.
